cynicism is deepest when the sub-— 
Se ee ee 


One of Mr. Carter’s. most 
dramatic promises came“Uuring his 
acceptance speech at the Dem- 
ocratic convention when he said: 
“It's time for a complete overhaul 
of our income tax system. I still 
tell you it’s a disgrace to the human 
race. All my life I.have heard 
promises of tax reform, but it never 
quite happens. With your help, we 
are finally going to make it happen 
and you can depend on it.” 

Most Americans . relate. this_to 
“tax loopholes’ which. have per- 
mitted the rich to avoid billions in 
taxes, They assess Mr. Carter's 
promise in terms of things like the 
Treasury Department announce- 
ment recently that in 1975 182 
wealthy persons with at least 
$200,000 in income paid no tax. 
About 6,000. other persons with 
adjusted gross income in excess of 
$200,000 had an effective tax rate 


of about 20.percent, the. same paid.

The Census Bureau tells me that 
in 1975 the 11,250,000 families 
who make up the lowest 20 percent 
in terms of income got only 5.4 
percent of the money. The 20 per- 
cent of our families with highest 
income got 41.1. percent of the 
money. q 

This means that If million poor 
families got just over one-fourth 
the income they would have 
received: if the. -money~-had~ been 


_dlisgibuted equally to all families, 


while the top 11 million families 
got 'double their “share of the 
income. 

In fact, the top 5 percent of our 
families (about 2,800,000 of them) 
had just about the same income in 
1975 as the 22,000,000 families at 
the poor end of the totem pole: 

Census Bureau reports that 
blacks make up a whopping 20 
percent of the pooreSt fifth of our 
families which got little. .income, 
but only a handful of black fam- 
ilies (3.8 percent) are in the top. 20 
percent getting most of the money. 

President Carter surely knows 
that those figures.do not represent 


any recent phenomenon. They 
symbolize the American way of 
life—as evidenced by the fact. that 
the npttarg of jncame distribution 
in_1975 .was almost precisely the 


same as in 1948 or 1968 or any 


other year you wish to name, 

Part of the cynicism about Mr. 
Carter and his promises relates to 
the question of whether he really 
intends to try to alter income dis- 
tribution in America. His Budget 
Director, Bert Lance, suggested to 
a few of us at breakfast a few 
days ago that he doesn’t think that 


is the President's primary goal in” 


pushing for tax reform. 

Lance said he doesn’t think it’s 
Mr. Carter's intention to take from 
those who have money and give to 
those who don’t have any. 

But what kind of meaningful tax 
reform can there be if it doesn't 
achieve this result to a significant 
degree? 

Fhe-reason_real_tax reform 
“never quite happens” is that it 
involves some seridus changing of 
“the American way,” or what is 
loosely called “the free enterprise 
system.” We wait to see if the 
President is committed heart and 
soul to this complete overhaul of 
our tax system.

South African Concession 


South Africa's Minister of Interior and 
Information, Dr. C.P. Mulder, commen- 
ting in that nation’s Parliament on a list 
of working conditions some American 
companies planned. to implement on 
behalf of Black employees, promised that 
such initiatives “would be welcome. by 
both the government authorities and 
business firms in South Africa.” 

The statement of principles, signed by 
eleven major U.S. companies operating 
in South Africa, were developed over the 
past 18 months during which all 
American operations in the home of 
apartheid have been under close scrutiny 
by American legislators. They contain the 
following guidelines for equal and fair 
employment for Black workers in South 
Africa, their training and education, 
housing, recreation and health facilities: 

*Nonsegregation of the races in all 
eating, comfort and work facilities. 

*Equal and fair employment practices: 
for all employees. ‘ 

*Equal pay for all employees doing 
equal or comparable work for the same 
period of time. 

*Initiation and development of training 
Programs that will prepare, in substantial 
numbers, Blacks and other non-whites 
for supervisory, administrative, clerical 
and technical jobs. 

*An increase in the number of Blacks 
and other non-whites in management 
and supervisory positions. 

*Improvement in the quality of em- 
ployees’ lives outside the work environ- 
ment in such areas as housing; transpor- 
tation, schooling, recreation and health 


Slow Progress

The Black Cowboy played an important 
role in the development of the American 
West, and since February was Black 
History Month, what better time to recall 
his contributions. : 

He, like the other buckeroos rode the 


. trails from Southern Texas to Kansas 
—-eovering-some-t,200-miles-and-braved-un-- 


predictable weather, Indians “and 


menacing ranchers. 


The Historic Old Chisholm Trail opened 
up in 1867 and within five years, more than 
a million head of cattle had been brought 
north to meet the railroads. During these 
boom years, some 5,000 black cowboys 


drove cattle. Most of them were wranglers 


or ropers and often a black held the 

position of cook.on these grueling drives, 

which cculd last up to five months. 
One of the most colorful of black 


cowboys was Nat Love, born in 1854 in a- 


Tennessee slave cabin and rode into 


Dodge City at the tender age of 15. He was 


adopted by an Indian tribe and a squaw 
who insisted that he was her lost son. 
This, however, didn't stop him from being 
an avid Indian fighter. He survived 
numerous harrowing encounters and

Once upon a time whenever & black was elected to 
the Ohio Cepisiature, it wad safe to bet your house 
rent or mortgage that they were either a preacher ora. 


lawyer. 
Sohn W.E. Bowen, a Columbus Republican, was the 
last black member of the bar to serve in the State 
istature. He was elected to a four year term in the 
Ohio Senate in 1966. He was unseated by a white 
rat in 1970, 
Psrwo other black lawyers who had the distinction of 
serving in the legislature since 1950, were the late A. 
Bruce McClure, a Cincinnati Republican and Carl B. 
Stokes, Democrat and former Cleveland Mayor. 
Stokes resigned at the tailend of his second House 
term to become Cleveland's first black mayor in 1967. 
McClure, who also served in the House, died 
during his third term in the 1960's. 5 
Although up until 1966, not more than five blacks 


had served together in a single session, at feast three .~ 


of the five were lawyers. late Senator Harry E.

Cleveland Republicans had that distinction.

Says Pro-Slavery Ideology Still Alive 


Dear Editor: 


After reading the 
strained efforts of some 
Caucasians to disprove 
and sugarcoat the bar- 
barity of slavery, | am for- 
ced ‘to the conclusion that 
a pro-slavery ideology is 
alive and flourishing in our 
great “democracy.” By 
presenting the sophomoric 
argument that bondage 
existed in Africa, some 
academicians and other 
professionals are at- 
tempting to justify 
America's slavery.._Such 
reasoning is vacuous and 
does ‘injury to the causes 
of democracy and morality. 
Regardless of where or by 
whom a wrong is_ per- 
petrated, it is immoral. 

As an Afro-American 
whose childhood was lived 
in the South, | have 
memories of vestiges of 
slavery-.which attested to 
the degrading conditions 
endured by our enslaved 


forebears. To have sur- 
vived the South's 
degeneracy, surely, the 


slaves as a group had to 
be a very special people. 
emotionally stable (suicide 
among them was 4a rarity) 
and mentally acute, as 
evidenced.in..their—_music 
and the fact of their en- 
durance. 

No, the televised ROOTS 
did not portray with total 
accuracy the institution of 
slavery: its full savagery 
and its devastating effects 
upon the lives of the slaves 
were not fully depicted. 
Roots gave no hint of 
many methods used in an 
attempt to brainwash the 
slaves and thus 
dehumanize them. Neither 
did Roots depict the 
horrible. living conditions 


of the slaves: over- 
crowded, tiny shacks 
lacking even basic 
facilities for minimal 
physical comfort and con- 
venience, the skimpy, 


crude diet consisting of 
foods the whites refused to 
eat, ragged clothing which 
furnished little warmth 
during the winter months, 
the inadequate mevical 
care, and the commitments 
to slave-breeding farms.

Autonomy, self-reali- 
zation, human rights, civil 
rights, the right to defend 
and protect onself, the 
right to dream and attempt 
to fulfill those dreams— 
none of these exists for a 
slave; therefore, there is no 
humane slavery. The 
taking of a slave's life was 
not considered murder, for 
his humanity was denied> 
A slave is a human being 
who has been subverted to 
the status of a nonperson, 
Can such a perversion of 
God's creation not be 
gross immorality? Further, 
slavery. is_analogous to 
confinement in a cramped, 
locked cage, with the key 
thrown away. ‘ 

The ending of the tele- 
vised Roots conveyed the 
erroneous impression that 
the ex-slaves could leave 
town. and-—‘live happily ever 
after.” Happiness was most 
elusive and hardly possible 
for them.. After the brief 
Reconstruction Period 
there followed for the ex- 
slaves and their descen- 
dants a century of physical 
violence, psychological 
abuse. and demeaning 
social and economic con- 
ditions, some of which 
exist now. It was not until 
the height of the Civil 
Rights Movement, in the 
middle 1960's, that a signi- 
ficant degree of economic, 
legal, and social progress 
was achieved. Still, a long, 
tortuous jourpey remains 
ahead before justice is 
realized. a 

After emancipation, a 
strictly enforced code of 
Jim Crow laws, buttressing 
rigid “Southern Customs,” 
emerged to ensure that 
Afro-Americans would be 
forever impoverished, 
frightened outcasts, with 
nothing to look forward to 
in this world. (In the North, 
a variety of “Gentlemen's 
Agreements” have beer ei- 
fective tools of op- 
pression).

South Africa's Minister of Interior and 
Information, Dr. C.P. Mulder, commen- 
ting in that nation’s Parliament ona list 
of working Conditions some American 
companies planned to implement on 
behalf of Black employees, promised that 
such initiatives "would be welcome by 
both the government authorities and 
business firms in South Africa.” 

The statement of principles, signed by 
eleven major U.S. companies. operating 
in South Africa, were developed over the 
past 18 months during which all 
American operations in the home of 
apartheid have been under close scrutiny 
by American legislators. They contain the 
following guidelines for equal and fair 
employment for Black workers in South 
Africa, their training and education, 
housing, recreation and health facilities: 

*Nonsegregation of the races in all 
eating, comfort and work facilities. 

*Equal. and fair-employment: practices: - 
for all employees. 

*Equal pay for all employees doing 
equal or comparable work for the same 
period of time. | 

*Initiation and development of training 
programs that will prepare, in substantial 
numbers, Blacks and other non-whites 
for supervisory, administrative, clerical 
and technical jobs. y 

*An increase in the number of Blacks 
and other non-whites in management 
and supervisory positions. 

*Improvement in the quality of em- 
ployees’ lives outside the work environ- 
ment in such areas as housing, transpor- 
tation, schooling, recreation and health 


Slow Progress

Basketball has done a much better job 
in opening its doors to Negro managers.

No matter how flowery are 
generalities spouted by South African 
leaders in defense of their system of 
minority rule, they are determined to 
preserve it, even at the risk of all out war, 
and are hoping that, given time, yy! can 
create a group of “independent” African 
“homelands” that would be constructed 
along tribal lines, and which, of course, 
would. never interfere with the enclave 
that the white rulers have carved out for 
themselves.

Non-Readers Offered Help. 


Inspite of its many institutions of 
higher learning, free public schools and 
historically rich culture, from 30 to 50,000 
Columbus citizens are “functionally 
illiterate.” In other words, they are 

unable to read and write well enough to 
cope with the daily requirements of 
living. They can’t vote, maintain checking 
accounts or fill out job applications 
adequately. 


Operating on @ federal grant to Ohio 
State University, a new Right-To-Read 
program was launched with Paula 
Schneiderman as_ director. She 
developed the program with the 
assistance of her husband, Leonard 
Schneiderman, a professor of social work 
at OSU. 


At the conclusion of her extensive 
study, careful research and countless in- 
terviews, it was estimated that from 30 to 
50,000 people of this city of more than a 
million, fall within the illiteracy category. 

It was the result of this incredible, 
depressing—tinding thatthe Right-Fo-— 
Read program’came to life. The program, 
says Ms. Schneiderman, “is offering new 
hope for this group of people with an in- 


novative approach to solving their 
reading problems. instead of teaching 
reading in traditional ways, the program 
helps its clients by working with them in- 
dividually on the practical skills they 
need to function in their dally lives.” 
“The Right-To-Read™ program, ina 
recent report, had a total of 43 student 
and 19 tutors, mostly volunteers. At least 

10 of the students enrolied because they 
wanted to read the Bible. Another, a 
mote! maid, wanted to become a nurse’s 
aid and learn to drive. She didn't want to 
take the driver's test, however, and be ex- 
posed as 4 non-reader. 

The non-readers, Ms. Schneiderman 
learned, develop a vari of tricks to 
conceal their illiteracy. me carry @ 
newspaper, although they can't read it. A 
bank messenger, when given instruction 
in writing, uses the tactic of chiding the 
person about his bad writing and asks « 
that it be read to him. 

The Right-To-Read program is 
dedicated to ease this restricted life for 
_as man~_of.the 30 to 50,000 non readers _ 
as possible, and for that noble effort, Ms. 
Schneiderman and all the unselfish 
volunteers are to be commended. 


The Black Cowboy-

The Black Cowboy played an important 
role in the development of the American 
West, and since February was Black 
History Month, what better time to recall 
his contributions. 

He, like the other buckeroos rode the 


trails from Southern Texas fo Kansas  “Rodéo 


covering some 1,200 miles and braved un- 
predictable weather, Indians and 
menacing ranchers. 


The Historic Old Chisholm Trail opened 
Up-in 1867 and within five years, more than 
a million head of cattle had been brought 
north to meet the railroads. During these 
boom years, some 5,000 black cowboys 
drove cattle. Most of them were wranglers 
or ropers and often a~black—held—the 
position of cook on these grueling drives, 
which could last up to five months. 

One of the most colorful of black 


cowboys was Nat Love, born in 1854 in a: 


Tennessee slave cabin and rode into 
Dodge City at the tender age of 15. He was 
adopted by an Indian tribe and a squaw 
who insisted that he was her lost son. 
This, however, didn't stop him from being 
an avid “Indian fighter. -He . survived 
numerous harrowing encounters and 
boasted of more than 14 wounds. For 30 
years, he drove cattle on the trail and 
became a rodeo celebrity as a champion 
roper. He happened to be a friend of Bat 
Masterson and an acquaintance of Billy 
the Kid. 

Another noted black in the early days 
was cowpuncher Bill Pickett who invented 
bulidogging, the Jechnique of wrestling a 
bull. to thee ground by the horns. Pickett 
was a hot attraction at'rodeos in the U.S: 
and abroad and, at-one time, employed 
Tom Mix and Will Rogers as his assistants. 

Today, the "Black Gowboy is very much 
on the scene — not so much on working 
ranches bu! in the rodeo arena. One of the 
most prominent is-Wayne Orme, a native 
>f Kansas City, Kansas who now makes 
his home in Los Angeles, California. He 
was raised on a reanch, learned to ride a 
norse at the age of nine and has been in 
ne-professional rodeo ranks for 16 years. 


His specialty is calf roping. 

Orme leads several lives — he is a vice 
president of marketing at Title Insurance 
& Trust Company, he worke the rodeo cir- 
cuit on weekends, and he is an historical 
consultant for Hunt-Weseon Foods.

And rodeo has the 
largest paid gate receipts of any spectator 
sport in this country — yes that includes

Orme has taken 11 trips to hospitals ‘n 


covering hing from broken bones to 
internal injuries, yet fe and the others 
return to face the same risk. When asked 
why?, he replied: 

“You've got to love it, or elee you 
couldn't do it. Rodeoing is the last frontier 
to. be a totally independent person.” 

In his trips around the country, Orme 
has visited various state archives and 
delved into the history of the blacks and 
their roles in shaping the Old West. 

“Did you know,” he says quickly, “that 
the first military encounter in the South- 
west with the Indians with the U.S. 
10th Calvary, which was all black? They 
were known as the Buffalo Soldiers and 
their pictures are on file in the Archives in 
Fort Hauchuka, Arizona.

Says Pro-Slavery Ideology Still Alive

Dear Editor: 


After reading the 
strained efforts of some 
Caucasians to disprove 
and sugarcoat the bar- 
barity of slavery, | am for- 
ced ‘to the conclusion that 
a pro-slavery ideology is 
alive.and.flourishing.in.our 
great “democracy.” By 
presenting the sophomoric 
argument that bondage 
existed in Africa, some 
academicians and other 
professionals are at- 
tempting to justify 
America's slavery. Such 
reasoning is vacuous and 
does injury to the causes 
of democracy and morality. 
Regardiess of where or by 
whom._a—wrong is _per- 
petrated, it is immoral. . 

As an Afro-American 
whose childhood was lived 
in the South, | have 
memories of vestiges of 
slavery which attested to 
the degrading conditions 
endured by our enslaved 
forebears. To have  sur- 
vived the South's 
degeneracy, surely, the 
slaves as a group had to 
be a very special people, 
emotionally stable (suicide 
among them was a rarity) 
and—mentally -acute, as 
evidenced in their music 
and the fact of their en- 
durance. 

No, the televised ROOTS 
did not portray with ‘total 
accuracy the institution of 
slavery. Its full ‘savagery 
and_its dev ing_effects 
upon the lives of the slaves 
were not fully depicted, 
Roots gave no hint of 
many methods used in an 
attempt to brainwash the 
slaves and thus 
dehumanize them. Neither 
did Roots depict the 
horrible living conditions 


of the slaves: over- 
crowded, tiny shacks 
lacking even basic 
facilities for minimal 
physical. comfort. and.con- 
venience, the skimpy, 


crude diet consisting of 
foods the whites refused to 
eat, ragged clothing which 
furnished little warmth 
during the winter months, 
the inadequate medvical 
care, and the commitments 
to slave-breeding farms.

slaves, including children, 


worked from sunup until 
sundown in fields, regar- 
“diess of the weather, and 
under the blazing sun, 
without the luxuries of mint 
julep breaks, sick leave, 


a paycheck of any amount: 
that the chains actually 
srubbed their skin raw; and 
‘that a weak, painful back 


. was no excuse for not lif- 


ting that bale of cotton. 
And, oh, how expendable 
was a slave who was too 
old, handicapped, or sick 
to work! 

The inevitable results of 
the slaves’ living and 
working cénditions were 
high rates of infant mor- 
tality, tuberculdsis, and 


other serious diseases, 
and a short life ex- 
pectancy. The mental 


anguish was intestimablie. 

he routine’ physical 
abuse and insults were 
probably not the most in- 
sufferable_of the slaves’ 
agonies. The emotional 
and psychological rami- 
fications and implications 
of a human life in bondage 
are immeasurably trau- 
matic: Consider the pain of 
being wrenched from one's 
culture, tribe, family, and 
all that is familiar, and in- 
voluntarily facing a life of 
voids among hateful, 
vicious strangers; the 


“6motional devastation “ot” 


being imprisoned on a 
slave ship, suffocating in 
filth, and watching death 
take.command all around. 
Slaves forcibly brought to 
American shores felt 
sickening, pent-up frus- 


“masters:”” The condition 
of being shackled, without 
hope of deliverance, in a 


strange, hostile world 
engendered in the slaves 
fear, hatred, despair, 
psychosomatic __ illnesses 


and other maladies. 

Autonomy, self-reali-, 
zation, human rights, civil 
rights, the right to defend 
and protect onself, the 
right to dream and attempt 
to fulfill those dreams— 
none of these exists for a 
slave; therefore, there is no 
humane slavery. The 
taking of a slave's life was 
not considered murder, for 
his humanity was denied. 
A slave is a human being 
who has been subverted to 

—the-status-of-a-nonperson. 
Can such a perversion of 
God's creation not be 
gross immorality? Further. 
slavery is analogous to 
confinement in a cramped, 
locked cage, with the key 
thrown away. 

The ending of the tele- 
vised Roots conveyed the 
erroneous impression that 
the ex-slaves could leave 
town and “live happily ever 
after.” Happiness was most 
elusive and hardly possible 
for them.. After the brief 
Reconstruction Period 
there followed for the ex- 
slaves--and their desoen- 
dants a century of physical 
violence, psychological 
abuse. and demeaning 
social and economic con- 
ditions, some of which 
exist Now, twas nor untit 
the height of the Civil 
Rights Movement, in the 
middie 1960's, that a signi- 
ficant degree of economic, 
legal, and social progress 
was achieved. Still, a long, 
tortuous journey remains 


ahead before justice is 
realized. 
After emancipation, a 


strictly enforced code of 
Jim Crow laws, buttressing 
rigid “Southern Customs.” 
emerged to ensure that 
Afro-Americans would be 
forever impoverished, 
frightened outcasts, with 
nothing to look forward to 
in this world. (in the North, 
a variety of “Gentlemen's 
Agreements’ have been ei- 
fective tools of op- 
pression). The fruits of the 


separate schoo! system for 
Afro-American children, 
the absence of the fran- 
chise, segregation in 
public accommodations, a 
dual system of justice, 
housing segregation, and 
job discrimination. It

__Sauth were. in inferior. 


other white supremacy 
groups executed, with im- 
punity; a constant reign of 
terror: lynchings, 
shootings, drownings, ar- 
son, etc., for the publicly 
avowed Purpose of 
“keeping niggers:in their 
place.” Congress did not 
pass anti-lynching legis- 
lation until the late 1940's, 
and the battle for the right 
to.vote in the Deep South 
was won less than fifteen 
years’ ago. Previous at- 
tempts by Congress to 
enact these laws had been 
thwarted by filibustering 
Southern Congressmen. 
The effects of centuries 
of brutal slavery (which 
was no myth) = and 
demeaning second class 
citizenship will continue to 
naunt this nation until the 
hearts of enough white 


people—are—ehanged._For 
the Bible tells us, 
‘whatsoever a man 


soweth, that shall he also 

reap,’ and, “...the iniquity 

of the fathers shall be 
visited upon the children.” 

Pariahs we have been, 
more than 350 years. But, 
despite that,.| share the 
conviction of the late Or 

Martin Luther King, Jr., 

that “we as a people will 

see the Promised Land.” 

Against great odds. with 

the mighty forces.of hatred 

Steadfastly aligned against 

us, and with few weapons 

and friends at our side, we 

Afro-Americans continue 

to survive and forge 

inexorably ahead. Surely, 

our victories manifest the 
_ power of God. Our dream 
will not be deferred 

forever. The Lord has 
heard us in our travail: let 
the enemy beware.

Terry H., now 22 years old, was one of the first two 
girls to be matched with a “friend" when the Friends in 
Action (FIA) program was formed nine years ago. 

At 13, Terry was truant from school, had no respect for 
anyone, ran away from home continuously, had no place 
to stay, and ended up in the detention home many times. 

She: was -invoived-with..boys who were AWOL from. 
TICO, and sun's it up by saying, “My life was a disaster."...” 
She received professional help, but to no avail. 

According to Terry, her mother was totally. inadequate 
and her FIA volunteer took over as a mother figure. 

Terry is now a B student in her third quarter at the 
Columbus Technical Institute, and plans to go to Ohio 
Dominican College. She has a marriage that she feels is 
“solid.” 

Terry considers her FIA volunteer as entirely respon- 
sible for her evéntual change of attitude, which took 
place gradually over a number of years. 

The Friends in Action program, aimed more at preven- 
ting delinquency than at treating it, works with girls 10- 
18 who are not seriously delinquent, but who are having 
a harder-than-average-time growing up. Requested to 
make a 10-12 month commitment, a volunteer en- 
courages constructive behavior by getting together with 
her girl each week and doing things they both enjoy. 

Before being assigned to work with a particular girl, 

_volunteers are interviewed by a volunteer coordinator. 
They then attend an orientation session which helps pre- 
pare them for the program, and provides an opportunity 
to ask questions. 

After a volunteer has been matched with a girl, the 
volunteer is encouraged to participate in neighborhood 
support groups where mutal concerns and successes 

~ are shared and community resources are discussed. A 
volunteer and her girl can participate in group activities 

with-other Friends in Action several times a year.
